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THE VALVE OF IMPORTS. 


An official statement of the value 


of imports for the first nine months of 
the current fiscal year is published. It 
shows the total value to be $486,305,052, 
against $643.737,437 for the satr.e months 
in the last fiscal year, a falling off of 
$157,432,386. 


The falling off has been proportion- 


ately great in free as well as in dutiable 
articles, as the following examples 
show: la dutiable chemicals the im- 
portations have been $4,806,000 less 
than in 1883, in cotton mau fact ares 
$3,606,000 less, in flax manufactures 
$7,221,000. in fruits and nuts $2,925,000, 
in ulass and glassware $2,049,000, in tin 
plate $2,892,000, in other metals $5,800,- 
000, 
in jewelry $8,830,000, in leather 


goods $10,925,000, in silk manufactures 
$10,925,000, in tobacco $4,124, in wines 
$2,390,000, in wood and manufactures of 
wood $2,487,000, in raw wools $12,469,- 
000, 
and in woolen maufactures $14,- 


740,000. 


In articles on the free list the de- 


crease has been i; 3,006,000 in chemicals, 
drugs and dyes, $:>,7.)j,000 in hides and 
skins, $1,466,000 in india rubber, $2,906,- 
OJO in silver bearing or j ,, $14,765,000 in 
raw silks, $3,526,000 in textile grasses, 
and $6,91)8,500 in tia. 


Coffee and sugar, both of which are 


on the free het, are the only imported 
articles which show an increase this 
y -ar over last. la the last nine months 
we paid for coffee $66,285,000, which is 
$10,528,000 more than for the corre- 
sponding period of last year, and this 
year the value of imported sugar 
amounts to the snug sum of $88,109,- 
121. 


As we do not produce more than one- 


half the wool required for clothing and 
the falling off in the value of importa- 
tions of that article, raw and manufac- 
tured, in nine months has been over 
$27,000,000 the inference is that the peo- 
ple are wearing old clothes or cotton 
goods. It is surmised, however, that 
there has been a great increase in the 
quantity of shoddy imported. The 
thrifty manufacturers of New England 
use, according to report, from flfty to 
niuety per cenf of imported woolen 
ra^s, worked mto shoddy, in the manu- 
facture of woolen goods. This, it is 
claimed, accounts to a great extent for 
tho low price of wool in the United 
States, which to-day is two or three 
cents lower than the tariff. In the in- 
terest of the manufacturer and against 
the interest of the woolgrower shoddy 
is admitted free; yet woolgrowers do 
not protest against it, and no Con- 
gressman, except Jerry Simpson, seems 
to care to antagonize the miumfactnrers 
by exposing the fraud, and he has 
been roundly denounced for doing so. 


A GOUC MOVJS. 


The manufacturers, merchants and 


b i - i i",s,men generally of Iowa, Min- 
ne.iota, Wisconsin and other North- 
western States are making an effort to 
encourage the use of home manufac 
tures. They propose to organize the 
Northwestern Home Trade Associa- 
tion, and circulars are being sent out 
to business men asking them to meet 
in convention at Minneapolis, May 23d, 
to arrange details. This movement 
should 
be encouraged. Everybody 


should countenance an effort to give 
the preference to home products. A 
very effective way to do this would be 
to remonetize silver. Europe, we are 
to'.d, does not want silver money. 
Therefore if we have money in the 
United States that foreign countries 
do not want, but which will pass cur- 
rent at home, wo encourage home pro- 
ducers and manufacturers. Unfortu- 
nately however, nearly all those who 
profess to want the country to live 
within itself by developing its own re- 
sources, m-iist upon having only such 
money as Europe demands. Every one 
who asks that a high tariff wall, which 
foreign producers cannot scale, be 
built around tbe country is in favor ol 
money that foreigners aru uot only 
willing, but eager to take iu exchange 
for their commodities. 


TIIK PACIFIC' BANK. 


The Pacific Bank of Snn Francisco, 


which was conducted by Dr. McDonald 
of Vinegar Bitters fame, appears to 
have been one of the rottenest banking 
institutions in the country. Its prin- 
cipal object for the last few years 
eeoms to have been to swindle deposit- 
ors. Money placed in the bank wai 
need by the managers on private ac- 
count, and when the bank was about 
to close its doors the Assistant Cashier 
drew $14,000 and started for New York 
giving out to the Directors that bis 
trunk had been broken open and the 
money stolen.

New York banks require other Jbanks 


which borrow money of them to sign 
notes payable in gold. The State Bank 
Commissioner 
of 
Kansas, having 


leaned that Kansas banks were com- 
plyicg with the demands of the New 
Yorkers, issued an order calling atten- 
tion to the laws of Kansas, which pro- 
hibit contracts from being made in gold 
or other money than the lawful money 
of the United States. The Commis- 
sioner requests that all banks under 
the control of his department refrain 
from signing any note or obligation 
payable in anything other than lawful 
money of the United States.

made payable in that money only.

REPUBLICAN PROSPERITY. 


The Good Times the People Enjoyed 


Under Republican 
Administration! 


Analyzed. 
"The strongest argument in favor of 


aBepublican victory next Fall that can 
bo framed is the memory of the gooc 
times the people of this country en- 
joyed under Bepnblijaa administra- 
tion."—Gazette.

Senator Tngalls of Kansas, a Bepub- 


lican of national reputation, in a speech 
in the United States Senate, delivered 
on January 14,1891, described the situ- 
ation in this country as follows: 


So it happens, Mr. President, that 
r society is becoming rapidly strati- 
fled, almost hopelessly stratifies, into 
i condition of superfluously rich and 
lelplessly poor. We are accustomed 
:o speak of this aa the land of the free 
and the home of the brave. It will 
oon be the home of the rich and the 
and of the slave. A financial system 
ander which more than one-half of the 
jnormous wealth of the country de- 
ived from the bounty of nature and 
the labor of all is owned by a little 
more than thirty thousand people, 


lp one million American citizens, 
able and willing to toil, are homeless 
ramps starving for bread, requires 
adjustment. 


Evidently Mr. Ingalls bad an opinion 


as to the great prosperity which was 
abroad in the land under the last Be- 
publican administration. 


Now, let us see what other authorities 


have to say about Bepublican prosper- 
ity. Discussing the condition of the 
American people, Mr. Flower, in the 
January, 1893, number of the Arena 
said: 


At my request Mr. W. P. McLaugh- 
in recently investigated the subject of 
jvictions in New York City. He had 
access to the court records and was en- 
abled to present facts as incontroverti- 
ble as they were appalling. First, it 
was shown that while the number of 
evictions in Ireland during the year 
1890 was a little over 5,000, the eviction 
warrants in New York City during the 
same period reached the total of 23,000; 
while the number of eviction warrants 
'or one judicial district in the tene- 
ment region of New York last year 
reached the enormous figure of 6,100, 
or about a thousand in excess of tho 
entire number of evictions in Ireland 
n 1890. 
Second, that in the City of 
tfew York, for the year ending Septem- 
ber 1,1892, the eviction warrants issued 
eached the appalling aggregate of 29,- 
20. Third, as Mr. McLaugblin indi- 
cated, if we allow five persons to the 
"amily, which is the usual ratio in com- 
)uting population, we have a grand 
otal of 148,600 human beings who were 
outcasts to all intents and purposes in 
one of the most wealthy cities of the 
vorld. 


This all happened under a Bepubli- 


san administration, and the 
29,720 


iviction warrants were issued long be- 
ore the Presidential election of 1892, 
and after the benevolent McKinley law 
lad been in force for more than a year, 
laving refreshed the Gazette's memory 
bout the condition of the people 
.uder tho last Bepublican administra- 
ion, now let us go back to the period 
mmediately after the international 
ond holders had succeeded in getting 
he Bapublican administration to de- 
troy the currency and demonetize sil- 
er and see the condition of the people 
t that time. Quoting from Bob Inger- 
oll, their condition was as follows: 
No man can imagine, all of the lan- 


guages of the world cannot express, 
what the people of the United States 
suffered from 1873 to 1879. Men who 
considered 
themselves 
millionaires 


found that they were beggars; men liv- 
ing in palaces supposing thay had 
enough to give sunshine to the winter 
of their age, supposing they had enough 
to leave all they loved in affluence and 
confort, suddenly 
found that they 


wei e mendicants with stocks, bonds, 
mortgages all turned to ashes in their 
hands. The chimneys grew cold, the 
fires in furnaces went out, the poor 
families were turned adrift and the 
highways of the United States were 
crowded with tramps. 


To prove that the Bepublican admin- 


istrations have been used to assist the 
bondholders in fleecing the people out 
of their earnings, we will quote a little 
more ancient history. 
In 1874, after 


the fangs of contraction were bleeding 
the country at every pore, General 
John A. Logan pleaded the cause of 
the people most ably and fearlessly. 
In one of his speeches, March, 1874, he 
quoted approvingly from the Berrieu

A PREHISTORIC PAKK. 


Movement to Set Apart the Mancos 


Region as a National Parfe. 


(Salt Lake News.) 


A movement has been instituted in 


southern Colorado to have the regior 
known as the Mamos set apart as a 
national park, and petitions are being 
circulated and freely signed and will 
be forwarded to Congress asking that 
body to pass the necessary enactment. 
The object of the request is to secure 
protection of the region which contains 
the most interesting cliff dwellers' 
habitations to be found in the United 
States. That district is being stripped 
of prehistoric relics by visitors and 
curiosity hunters, and those who live 
in that vicinity want a stop put to such 
proceedings and to have the district 
reserved as a field for archaeological 
research and the retention of the cliff 
dwellers' habitations and remains. 


In the Mancos were obtained the 


most wonderful results of archaeolog- 
ical exploration that have been secured 
in the United States. The district in- 
ludes almost the whole of Montezuma 
county, Colorado, part of San Juan 
county, Utah, and reaches into Arizona 
and New Mexico. The principal fiec- 
rions are the Mancos, McElmo and 
Monlezuma canons. Of the latter, the 
chief portion is in Utah. The Mancos 
and McElmo rivers and Montezuma 
creek are all tributaries of San Juan 
river, and unite with it close to the 
southeast corner of Utah. As the num- 


f of inhabitants increases in that 


county (Mich.), Record aa follows: 


The people have and do realize that 
their most prosperous times were when 
currency was most plentiful.

Carry out the theory of 
the contractiouists and what must be 
the inevitable result. 
Every enter- 
prise and industry must be dwarfed in 
like proportion. The busy hum of the 
spindle will cease its sound in many a 
mill which now gives employment to 
hundreds of active hands and supplies 
the comforts of life to many a happy 
home. 


After quoting these authorities we 


will now leave it to the people to draw 
their own conclusions as to whether 
the contraction of the currency has not 
had more to do with the present tough 
times than the Wilson bill or the Mc- 
Kinley law?

leasible and their preservation will 
afford opportunity for interesting and 
borough investigation. 
One of the first cliff houses discover- 


ed in the Mancos is over 600 feet from 
the bottom of the canon, in a niche of 
the mountain wall. Five hundred feet 
of the ascent to this aerial dwelling is 
comparatively easy, but the remaining 
100 feet has to be made up an almost 
perpendicular cliff in the face of the 
rock. There on a ledge ten feet wide 
and twenty feet iu length,' is located a 
two-story house, with three rooms on 
the ground floor. There is a reservoir 
for water, reached from the window by 
descending on a series of cedar-jpegs 
about a foot apart. The workmanship 
of the structure is of superior order, 
the perpendiculars being true ones and 
the angles carefully squared, The 
rooms are smoothly plastered with a 
thin layer of cement, colored a deep 
maroon, while a white band eight inches 
wide has been painted around the room 
at both floor and ceiling. This is a 
sample of the buildings which are to 
be found in great variety of size aiid 
form, some being circular, some square 
with all the combinations of shape 
rendered neaessary by the situation in 
which they were built. Some of them 
occupy positions the inacessibility of 
which is a wonder when considered as 
places of residence for human beings, 
Besides these dwellings there are ra- 
markable watch towers, circular and 
square, burial places, cave fortresses, 
etc., in profusion. 
These curious structures line the 


McElmo and Montezuma canons as 
well as the Mancos. They are also 
found plentifully along the San Juan, 
those in Utah being not less remark- 
able and interesting than those found 
further east. In Utah have been found 
more burial places than elsewhere in 
the district, some of the remains there- 
in being remarkably well preserved. 
While wHh most of these there can be 
traced a 
Moquis Indians, yet there have been 
discovered the types of a race of light 
complexioned people whose occupancy 
of the land antedated that of the cliff 
dwellers. If the movement for pro- 
tecting the Mancos is successful, it is 
possible that at some future day a 
thorough investigation 
will 
reveal 


features that will be of great historic 
value.

tors. Bnt he forgets that the generous 
and public spirited wasp does not levy 
tribute on bis- apricots for itself alone. 
It is the commissary of the republic. 
Each worker hurries back to the nest the 
results of his fruit hunting or his ma- 
rauding expeditions and shares them 
among his fellow subjects with that dis- 
tributive justice which Aristotle preach- 
ed and which nobody in our human com- 
munities practices. He carries out the 
principles of the Fabian society. 


Evei Y successful wasp, when he re- 


turns to tho nest with a piece of prlnie 
beef, or a wingless fly, or a cargo of 
sugar saved for the community from 
the grocer's barrel, perches on the top of 
the dome among his assembled fellows, 
and disgorging all his spoils divides 
them equally among nurses and paper 
makers. His two main doctrines ore, 
"If any wasp will not work, neither 
shall he eat, ' ' and ' 'Every wasp to labor 
according to his capacity and receive 
according to his needs in a free com- 
munity. ' ' 


Division of labor, I believe, goes a 


long way in the nest Some of the work- 
ers seem to be specially employed as for- 
agers and soldiers, others appear to be 
told off as nurses and guardians, while 
yet others are engaged as paper makers 
and masons. It ?s even said that these 
last work by definite shifts, I know not 
on what authority, and that they each 
have a space of about a square inch al- 
lotted to them to fill with cells, on which 
no neighboring worker is permitted to 
encroach with impunity. Bnt these are 
perhaps tho fictions of imaginative ob- 
servers. At any rate, the eight hours' act 
is not yet in operation. Wasps work early 
and late of their own mere notion. —

This story shows how he 
strengthened his knowledge of our diffi- 
cult tongue. Speaking at Concord, Mass., 
Kossnth wished to express the figure of 
the Austrian eagle rending the young 
freedom of Hungary. The word escaped 
him. 
Stopping for a moment in the full 


flight of eloquence, he asked a matter of 
fact American who sat near him, "What 
you say when man tear his coat?" 
'Hole, " was the reply. That word did 
not satisfy him, and Ralph Waldo Em- 
erson, who hod overheard the question, 
whispered "rent, " with poetic sympathy 
for euphony, and the stately sweep of 
the sentence was completed. He learned 
the language after his arrest in 1887, 
when ho was sentenced in 1838 to three 
years' imprisonment, during a part of 
which he was cut off from all communi- 
cation with his friends and was denied 
the use of pen and ink, and even of 
books. In the second year he was allow- 
ed to read, but as all political books 
were interdicted he selected an English 
grammar, Walker's Pronouncing Dic- 
tionary, and Shakespeare.

knowing a single word he began to read 
' 'Tbe Tempest ' ' He waa, engaged for a 
fortnight iu getting tJirough the first 
page. — Chicago Herald.'

an ideal commonwealth iti east Africa is 
being carried into effect with great ra- 


j pidity. Late hi February the English 
' members of the pioneer expedition to 
Mount Kenia left London for the conti- 
nent, and a week ago the pioneer corps 
sailed for Mombasa, on the east African 


t coast. Their ultimate object is to organ- 
l tee a colony in which laud and capital 
Will be free, and everybody will be well 
clothed, well fed, well sheltered and well 
educated. Their immediate object is to 
explore the laud round their so called 
valley of Eden, on Tana river, and to BO- 
lect and limit exactly the territory which 
the colony or commonwealth of Free- 
land is to occupy. 


Dr. Hertzka has been exceptionally 


successful in obtaining powerful patron- 
age for his ventursorne enterprise. Not 
only has the British government granted 
him land and moral support, but the 
Austrian authorities have also given the 
little band of reformers much oncour- 
ment and some money.
